Serious Affair- 

A few days ago we alluded to the 

fact tlmt, .icc'ording to the Federal 
lawH and rej^'uliitions in that behalf 
made luid provided, the Fmser Eiver 
Bteiunerri could not be permitted to 
carrj' a greater Hteiuu ])reHHurc than 
one hundred poundK ; and we, at the 
same time, intimated tliat jit would ho 
necessary to make radical clian^'oa in 
the machinery in order to enable these 
Htonmers to run to Yale under ho li^dit 
11 pressure, — ohanjj;ey wiiich would 
occupy live or six weeks' time and re- 
tard the conuiioncement of the spring 
trade very seriously. The case is even 
more serious than oar previous re- 
marks might load one to suppose. Pass- 
ing over the question of expense, which 
may be taken to chielly concern the 
owners, it appears that to comply 
with these Federal regulations will 
occuijy about two months, thereby de- 
laying the eomnicncement of spring 
trade with the intcriorof thc^fainland 
till about the middle of May, a date at 
which, under ordinary circumstances, 
the best part of the spring trade should 
be over. We also learn that, were it not 
for this, it was the intention to com- 
mence running the steamers to Yale next 
week or the week following. It seems 
scarcely necessary to say that, should 
compliance with these regulations bo 
rigidly insisted on, the consequences 
would be most serious, nay, ruinous 
to the countiy. Those familiar witli 
the nature of the trade between the 
seaboard and the great interior will 
readily api)reciato this. The.so steam- 
ers constitute the sole link of com- 
munication between tlic head of ocean 
navigation and the head of river navi- 
gation. Seven weeks' loss of time 
n the most precious season, therefore, 
means utter prostration to the great 
interests of the interior, and little 
sliort of ruin to hundreds of persons 
connected with the trade of the country. 
AVhilo desirous of recognizing to the 
fullest extent the wisdom of the Fed- 
eral regulations and the sacred duty of 
the Government to extend all due jiro- 
tection to life, we, at the same time, 
must be permitted to think that these 
regulations, framed to meet cor.ditions 
essentially different, may not be 
wholly adapted to stcamboating on 
Eraser Eiver. But, be that as it may, 
the following facts are before us : The 
steamers immediately concerned, or 
steamers precisely similar in every respect 
vital to the subject in hand, have been 
navigating the Lower Fraser during 
the past decade without the occun-ence 
of a single accident from undue steam 
pressure. These steamers underwent 
important improvements and received 
new boilers last year, and may, there- 
fore, fairly bo presumed to be less 
liable to accident now than formerly. 
These facts, taken in connection with 
those adverted to in the earlier part of 
the present article, lead us to think 
tlmt, for the Federal authorities 
rigidly to insist upon immediate com- 
pliance with thGi(^ general regulations 
would bi^ both arbitrary ajul unwise 
If an exception cannot be uiaih; in the 
case of Fi'aser Itiver, it would seem to 
bo no more than fair to all parties and 
intore«ts tliat such reasonable delay 
might bo granted as wtjuld prevent 
the ruinous constHiuciiccs t(j '..lie trade 
of th(! countiT alreiidy advcit'-d to. 
There wa.i, jierhiips, never a time wlien 
Uritisli Columbia could so ill boar 
such a blow. It is v/ell known that 
stocks in the inlerior of the ;\l,'iiidan(l 
are unusually light; and to the most 
important communities two months' 
delay in the movement of spring sup- 
plies means positive destitution. Al- 
though, perhaps, most directly con- 
cerned, the people in the interior are 
not alone interested in this matter. 
The merchants on the seaboai'd arc 
scarcely less interested. Everybody 
in the country must be affected , so 
completely do the various interests and 
industries dovetail into one another. 
It can hardly bo d'nd)L('d that, if tho 
matter were properly rupresentod at 
Ottawa, these harmful cousequeucos 
would be averted. 



That Police Business- 

A few days ago wo alluded to a ]n'0- 
position emanating, asit would ajipcar, 
from the Provincial (iovornnicnt, to 
the ellect thai the (.'orporation of Vic- 
toria should assume the burden of 
maintaining a i)olico force for the town 
of Esciuinudt. From the i-e[)ort u[ tlic 
jn-oceedings of tin! ('ily Council on 
AVednosday evening one wmUd lie 
J(.(l to ciinchidc thattlie niu-cii.sonuhl.i )iro- 
position is being still prdSHcd iijiou tlmt 

Ijody by tUo rrovinciul mithoritics. Oji 



a former occasion the merits of tho ino- 
position wore sufEciontly discussed; but 
wo woiild now supplement tho obsorva- 
tions tlien oU'erod by expressing doubt us 
to tho constitutionality of siicli a proceod- 
iu'^, even Dhoukl the Council be ao un- 
mindful of their duty to tlieir constituents 
as to adopt it. Tho juriadiution of the 
City Council -vvould appear to be bounded 
by tho Corporiition limits; and E3(iuimaU 
being clearly boyond these limits, tlieir 
authority in that town might well be 
questioned. It seema also open to doubt 
how far tho Council would be justilied, 
liaving duo regi rd to thoir constitutional 
l)owors, in devoting any portion of the 
city rovouuo towards such an oljjeot. It 
seems (piito cloar that tho powers and 
duties of tho Council aro aliko bounded 
by tho city limits, and if they con divert 
any portion of tho municipal revouuo to- 
wards maintaining a police force nt Es(iui- 
malt, it would scorn to bo cipially coni- 
putont for thom to porforni a like service 
in Nanaimo, or, for the matter of that, in 
liarkervillo! It occurs to U8, therefore, 
that even if cogent reasons of policy dul 
not forliid oouourrenoo in the proposition 
of the Trovinoiol Government, there are 
insuperablo constitutional diflicultiea in 
tho way. One might bo led to conclude 
from the line of arguinont employed l)y 
sonio mombora of tho Council that intima- 
tions of an intimidating or coercive na- 
ture have bi'on thrown out by thol'roTin- 
cial authorities. For instauco, one Coun- 
cillor pointed out the impolicy of "buck- 
ing r.gainst tho Government;" while an- 
other hintod tlmt acceptance of tho Gov- 
onunout proiiosition nught be made a 
condition of ext(>nsion of tho city limits; 
or, in other words, if the ('ouncil did not 
yield tho (lovornnient might revenge it- 
self by refusing that extunaion for winch 
tho law provides. Now wo hesitate to bo- 
lievo that any member of tho Provincial 
(Jovernmpnt would 1)0 a party to creating 
fiiu'h iinprcisious as these; and mondiors 
of the Council must, thorofore, lie hold to 
bo altogether imjustilicd in (!mploying 
this line of argument. Tho Corjioration 
have no favors to sock at tho hands of tlia 
Provincial Government; and if tliey did 
ask anytlnng beyond that to whicli tho 
law entitles theui, the Government would 
ho wholly powerless to grant it. It is to 
be hoped that tho Council will see its way 
clear to take a lirm and dignified stand in 
rofcronco to thia cpicstion and not bo led 
into a false position either by threats or 
promises. Thej will have plenty to oc- 
cupy their attention within the city limits.

Dredging the Harbor.
